man who kept a small store and per­

He had been arrested a short time 
before th at for accepting $700 in re­ 
lief funds when, it was learned later, 
his wife had $3.000 in a bank in a 
neighboring town. White vowed he 
didn’t know his wife, who tor years 
had handled the family’s finances, 
had the bank account. 
Became Worried 
After White had been missing for 
several days his cronies at the old 
timers club, where he played check­ 
ers and seven-up. became worried. 
They received 
no response 
when 
they knocked on the 
door 
of his 
house. v et, when they left food on 
his porch, it was mysteriously taken 
in. 
Finally W hite’s friends went to po­ 
lice 
and three detectives were dis­ 
patched to the silent house. 
After 
knocking for an hour, they brought 
little Mrs. W hite to the door. She 
was determined they would not en­ 
ter. They said they had a job for her 
husband, money, but she wouldn’t 
budge. At

Shocking Sight 
When police started to enter the 
basement they found Mrs. W hite sit­ 
ting in a locking chair at the door, 
rocking grimly and barring the way.

A shocking sight confronted them. 
W hite’s body lay in a grave he had 
dug five feet deep in the cellar floor 
He had hanged himself from a beam 
so low he had had to dig the grave 
to allow ills body to swing clear.
